I don't  care  to  receive 
an  answer  from  you,  which  would  be  doubtful  anyway*  I am  sure  the  only  kind 
of  rezponse  you  would  make  regardless  of  the  accuracy  of  the  report  would  be 
one  of  ridicule  or  some  assinine  attempt  to  explain  them  as  weather  balloons, 
the  planet  Venus,  or  as  an  airplane. 

I have  often  wondered  if  you  are  aware  of  the  ridiculus  position  you  have* 
put  the  Air  Force  in  by  lying  about  various  aspects  of  UFO  sightings  such  as 
denying  the  fact  that  there  has  been  radar  trackings  of  UFO's.
